The  iietitioner  shall,  in  each  case,  give  such  secu- 
rity for  costs  as  the  Court  shall  direct. 

'fhe  order  of  the  Judge  on  the  said  ]ietition  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive,  and  may  contain  all  neces- 
sary directions  for  the  holding  new  elections,  or 
otherwise,  as  may  be  requisite. 

Such  Judge  may’,  from  time  to  time,  make  rules 
for  regulating  the  trial  of  such  ]ictitions,  and  the 
matters  and  things  connected  therewith.

Of  Ills  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany  as  to  the  In- 
terpretation of  the  Treaty  of  June  15,  1846,  respiecting 
the  ^yater  Boundary  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States. 

We,  William,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  German  Em- 
peror, King  of  Prussia,  &c.,  &c.,  &c. 

After  examination  of  the  Treaty  between  the  Gov- 
ernments of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  that  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  dated  at  Washington, 
.May  6,  1871,  by  virtue  of  which  the  aijove-naiued 
Governments  have  submitted  to  our  arbitration  the 
question  at  issue  between  them,  viz.,  whether  the 
line  of  boundary  which,  according  to  the  Treaty 
dated  at  Washington,  June  15,  1846,  after  it  had  been 
continued  westward  along  the  4yth  jiarallel  of  north 
latitude  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which  separates 
the  continent  from  Vancouver’s  Island,  shall  be 
further  diawn  southerly  through  the  middle  of  the 
said  channel  and  of  Fuca  Straits  to  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
should  be  run,  as  claimed  by  the  Government  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty,  through  the  Rosario  Straits  or 
through  the  Canal  of  Haro,  as  claimed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  in  order  that  we  should 
decide  finally  and  without  appeal,  which  of  these 
claims  is  most  in  accordance  with  the  true  interpre- 
tation of  the  Treaty  of  June  15,  1846;
